Voyageurs’ 92 was a student travel and 
exchange program running from late 
September to November; it enabled about 
25,000 young Canadians to visit different 
regions of Canada. The students of W.C.S.S. 
fortunately were a part of this opportunity to 
learn more about Canada and other 
Canadians. The program was supported 
and financed by the Federal Government, 
community volunteers, the private business 
sector, the North York Board of Education 
and the Society for Educational Visits and 
Exchanges in Canada. 

On September 25, Stan Isoki escorted 9 
Westview students to Fraser Lake, British 
Columbia. Hosted by students from the 
Fraser Lake ElementaryiSecondary School, 
our students visited among other places, a 
salmon hatchery, a sawmill and an open-pit 
mine. The high point of the visit, however, 
was the opportunity for our urban teenagers 
to experience B.C.'s great outdoors. 

When W.C.S.S. hosted the students from 
Fraser Lake in return, they were treated to a 
full-day excursion to Niagara Falls, the Blue 
Jays Victory Parade and a guided walking 
tour of downtown Toronto and other urban 
experiences. 

On October 13, eight students and two 
teachers from a Native Cree-Ojibway 
Reserve in Northern Manitoba (Nelson 
House) were hosted by Westview. While in 
Toronto, these students visited the Ontario 
Science Centre, the C.N. Tower and 
attended a special film premier and tribute 
to Oscar Peterson at Roy Thompson Hall. 

This program was completed when Joy 
Goodman accompanied another nine 
students from Westview to Nelson House in 
exchange. Outings to locations like Pisew 
Falls and Leaf Rapids (the 2nd farthest north 
community in Manitoba) impressed our 
Voyageurs with the remote beauty of the 
land. Two days out on a trapline in the 
wilderness left the students with memories of 
frigid teepees and hot bannock along with 
some knowledge of the Cree language, 
Native traditions and practices and some of 
the challenges faced by Canada's Native 
peoples. A truly lasting experience! 

Hosting the students from Fraser Lake and 
Nelson House was a continuous challenge 
to the resources of both student and staff 
organizers and participants.

| Westview students left 
for their second out- 
d> ing with Outward 
Bound. Last October these 
students spent sixteen days 
on a canoe trip through 
Algonquin Park. Many of 
them, having never spent a 
night in a tent before, 
braved the rain, sleet, and 
snow, paddling through 
the wilderness. They took 
part in portaging, setting 


up camp, cooking over an 


open fire, and sleeping out 
in the bush. They learned 
how to climb a rock face 
and rappel down again. 
They also conquered their 
fears in the high ropes 
course, which took place 
on a wire forty feet off the 
ground. They gained con- 
fidence and self-respect. 
Since that time, they have 
been volunteering at John 
Boothe Arena, helping out 
with hockey teams for boys 
six to eight years of age.

They became 
issues of controversy 
between senior art students 
and some members of staff 
earlier this year. 

What sparked this 
controversy was a project 
assigned by Mrs. 
Goodman in 
her Comic- 
book _ Illust- 
ration and 
Cartooning 
course. 
Students were 
to form small 
groups and 
choose a 
socially 
relevant issue or positive 
role model to be depicted 
on the walls of Westview. 
Hopefully, each subject 
chosen had significance to 
the artists and the student 
body and gave students a 
sense of ownership of the 
building. 

Nearing the end of 
Semester |, time was 
critical, paint was bought 
and work progressed very 
quickly and as the murals 
began to form, some 
observers began to ask 
why they had not known of 
the project in advance 
and why they weren’t 
consulted. The artists, as 
most do... continued to 
work (One drawing was 
washed off on two 
successive nights). Still, the 
students continued. At this 
point, a hold was put on 
the project by school 
administration while these 
concerns were addressed.

Quickly, an art advisory 
committee was formed to 
review all _ mural 
proposals and'advise the 
principal as to their 
acceptability. The 
committee consists of a 
representative of the anti- 
racism education com- 
mittee, Mrs. Goodman, 
school administrators, a 


student and a parent to P 
represent all views, if | 
possible. Students began 


to refer to this group as 
"The Censors" and they 
began to ask questions 
like "Why not Malcolm 

X?”, "Why 
not depict 
one special 
event?" and 


we adhere 
to the wishes 
of a small 
group of 
people who 
are denying 
what we want?". 

Pressure was exerted 
and the tank scene was 
modified to depict a 
universal character in 
front of a generic tank. 
The students admit that 
they felt frustration 
because while the 
meaning of their work 
was unchanged, the way 
they chose to show it had 
altered, - it had become 
publicly acceptable art. 

The group that had 
proposed to paint 
Malcolm X, agreed with 
ihe A.A.C. to let the 
students decide on 
Malcolm X, Martin Luther 
King Jr. or another player 
to be named later by the 
committee. Fortunately, 
with the arrival of the 
gutsy new principal, Ms. 
Twohig, approval was 
given for Malcolm X. No 
vote was needed and

Although they became 
angry atthese events, the 
students involved did not 
come away with a 
negative view of power 
structures, censorship 





and art in general. 
Rather, they learned that 
individual values don't 
always match society's 
and that art really is alive 
and controversial and 
maybe the artist can 
affect their audience’s 
emotional response. They 
also learned that if they 
truly want to be heard 
and they have patience 
and are persistent, event- 
ually, people will listen.
